The Grand Jury's Report 


Dealing with conditions at the county jail, the orphan 


asylum and the county infiraiaiy, the report of the grand 
jury submitted at the close of its special session Wednes- 
day contains some suggestions that appear to be worth 
Berious consideration. Previous grand juries without 
number have condemned the unsanitary conditions at tho 
county jail and it has been contended that any attempt to 
effectively remedy the cause for complaint in the old 
building would amount to throwing good money after bad. 
Seeking a way out of the difficulty without the erection 
of a new jail, the county commissioners some time ago be- 
gan tentative plans for improvements to the interior otj 
the building. The present grand jury, however, offers in 
the suggestion of a new cell house what seems to be an 
excellent solution of the difficulty if Allen county is not 
yet ready to go to the length of what might actually prove! 
to be economy in the end—the erection of a new jailj 
building complete. The grand jury advises the construc- 
tion of a new cell house along modern and sanitary lines 
in which prisoners may be confined. It is true that the 
possibility of the adoption of the penal farm idea might 
remove the necessity for elaborate jail facilities, but there 
must in any event be provided a place for temporary de- 
' ;ention of law-breakers, and in this the county should have 
no purpose to wreck the health of its prisoners in addi- 
tion to depriving them of liberty. It is pointed out th.itj'-hiefiy t<> ti 
the county already owns sufficient ground at the jail sitel',^ ,!arn?ne" 
to permit th» erection of the new cell house to replace 
the present structure against which amply-justified com- 
plaint has long been registered. The recommendations of 
the grand jury for the construction of fire escapes at the 
county infirmary and for the purchase of four additional!

Modification of Anti-Trust 


Law Assailed by Sen- 


ate Committee. 


SEES DANGER IN 


"RULE OF REASON" 


Asks Definite Statute to 


Control the Judicial 


Discretion. 


Washington, Fob. 27.—Tho supreme 


court's su-called modificatiim 
of 
the 


Sherman anti-trust law to invoke "tin- 
rule of reason" in decisions upon re- 
straints of trade, is attacked in vigor- 
ous terms in a report presented to the 
senate by tho inter state commerce com- 
mittee today 
which points out the 


judicial discretion" and makes emphatic 
demand for amendments to the Sherman 
law to remove from, tho courts the power 
to determine what aro reasonable re- 
straints of trade. 


The report is tho result of f,ho com- 


mittee's long investigation into the oper- 
ation of the anti-trust law. The com- 
mittee recommends new laws to define 
exactly what combinations are unlawful 
GO that both tho business interests and 
the courts will have a standard upon 
which to proceed. It recommends a fed- 
eral inter state, corporation commission, 
with power to supervise corporations, 
pass on and approve combinations and 
agreements, and take over tho work of 
dissolving illegal corporations such as 
the Standard Oil company or the Ameri- 
can Tobacco company. 


Standard Oil Case. 


Commenting upon the dccibion of tno 


supreme court in tho Standard Oil caoe 
in which the "rule of reason" was called 
in, the report written by Senator Cum- 
mins says: 


"The committee lias full 
confidence 


in the integrity, intelligence and patriot- 
ism of the supremo court of the United 
States, but it is unwilling to repose in 
that court, or any other court, tho vast 
and undefined powers which it must exer- 
cise in the administration of the statutes 
under tho rule which is has promulgated. 
It substitutes the court in the place of 
congress, for whatever the rule is In- 
volved the court does not administer the 
law, but makes the law. If it continues 
in force, the federal courts will, so far 
as restraint of trade is concerned, make 
a common law for the United States just 
as the English courts have made a com- 
mon law for England. 


"The neople_ of this country will not 


permit the courts . to declare a policy 
for them with respect to this subject. 
It we do not promptly exercise our legis- 
lative power, the courts will suffer im- 
measurable injury in the loss of that self 
respect and confidence so essential to 
their uacfullncss. It is inconceivable that 
in a country that is governed by a writ- 
ten constitution and statute law, that 
the courts can be permitted to test each 
restraint of trade by the economic stand' 
ftrd which the individual members o! 
the court may happen to approve. 


Impossible to Follow It. 


''As the anti-trust statute is now 


construed," adds the report, "it is im- 
possible for any 
association of men, 


however diligent they may be in seek- 
ing advice and however willing to fol- 
low it, U> know.whether what they »— 


doing, or what they are about to do, 
will bo ultimately found by the su- 
preme court to bo a due or an undue 
restraint of trade." 
' 


In tho further criticism of the su- 


preme court's "rule of reason" the Cum- 
mins report directs attention to tho 
fact that the governmcnt's-suit for dis- 
solution of the United States steol cor- 
poration will ultimately come before 
tho supremo court. 


"In the end, the justices of the su- 


premo court will 
bo asked to 
say 


whether the restraint of trade brought 
about through this combination is a 
duo or undue restraint," snys the re- 
port, "and 
tho answer each justice 


makes to that question will depend upon 
his individual opinion as an economist 
or sociologist, tho 
conclusion of 
tho 


court being an act of legislation passed 
by the judicial branch of the govern- 
ment to fit a particular case. 


Need Legislative Rule. 


"If we do not speedily prescribe, in 


so far as we can, a legislative rule by 
which to measure tho form of contract 
or combination in restraint of trade 
with which wo arc familiar, or which we 
can anticipate we ceaso to be a govern- 
ment of law and become a government 
of men; and, moreover, of a very few 
men, 
nnd they appointed by the presi- 


dent." 


Xo specific legislation is recommended 


by tho committee, but it urges congress 
to devise laws as quickly as possible 
which shall "specifically prescribe cer- 
tain conditions upon which persons and 
corporations shall- be permitted to en- 
gago in commerce." 


'These conditions 
should be of 
n 


character that will tend to preserve 
reasonable competition," it adds, "or 
substantially competitive condition and 
to compel independence in both organ- 
ization and conduct. They should be 
so clear that the business world can 
understand them and go confidently for- 
ward, guided by them." 


The committee recommends that cer- 


tain 
definite forms 
of combinations, 


agreements, contracts or pools now 
within tho "twilight zone" be definitely 
mentioned in the laws as unlawful. 
It 


declares that such legislation is neces- 
sary not only to give the attorney gen- 
eral the ground upon which to proceed, 
but also to give, business interests n 
standard by which they can work. 


A supplementary report will probably 


bo made later by the committee re- 
porting a definite form of a bill to pre- 
scribe the desired "legislative tests and 
standards" 'to "limit the scope of judi- 
cial discretion."

Tragedy to the Last. 


Even the conclusion of their trial was 


accompanied by tragedy, for Carouv, 
the "anarchist bandit,4' when he heard 
that he was condemned to imprisonment 
for life committed suicide in his cell in 
the conciergerie prison by taking poison, 
which presumably was passed to him 
as he left the court room. 
The trial 


was attended by all sorts of dramatic 
incidents. The jurors were threatc.ied 
time and again with assassination ny 
accomplices of the accused. 
Many of 


the 304 vritnesses also were menaced. 
The court itself was 
surrounded 
hy 


a large force 
of 
republican 
guard-;. 


Judges and jurymen were placed under 
special supervision provided wiii strong 
escorts. 


When at last the evidence was broug..t 


to a close, and the jury had retired, a 
tremor of excitement passed over the 
spectators in the court room, for threats 
has been mysteriously put into circu- 
lation that something 
terrible 
would 


happen. Nothing, however, occurred. 


The jury remained out from three 


o'clock yesterday afternoon until nearly 
7 o'clock this morning. 
They had to 


consider a scries of nearly four hundred 
question* that bad been submitted to 
them. 


More Dramatics. 


When they returned into the court 


their written verdict was so incoherent, 
contradictory and lengthy, that it hail 
t- be, explained to the presiding judgo 
by the foreman. 
At th« conclusion of 


thn rending the spectators were stirred 
when counsel for four of tho bandits 
sprang from their scats nnd declared that 
it was illegal for the presiding judge to 
ask tho jury for or»l explanations of a 


written verdict. 
They entered strong 


protest against 
such" procedure. 
The

death penalty and this was a last ef- 
fort to avert or postpone their fate. 


Another dramatic incident occurred, 


after the court had deliberated on ...« 
protests by prisoners' counsel and de- 
cided against them.

nounced. C'allemin, who had been found 
guilty of murder, shouted. "My com- 
rade, Dieduonne, was not "'e assailant 
of the bank messenger. Gaby. It was I." 


This caused a tremendous sensation in 


view of the fact that C'aby had re- 
peatedly asserted that Dieduonne shot 
him. 


The judges retired at half past seven 


to deliberate as to the sentences to be 
given the prisoners. 
Only lou/ of the 


bandits are liable to the death pcnaltv. 


Four of the twenty-two bandits were 


sentenced to death by the guillotine. 
Tho condemned men are Dieudonne. C'al- 
lemin, Soudy and Monier, against whom 
a number 
of 
murders were proved. 


Fourteen of the others were sentcncd 
to long terms of imprisonment. 


The public, that is, the depositors, are 
the ones kho entnist bankers with such 
influence and power as they today huve 
in every civilized laud, and the pub- 
lic is unlikely to entrust that power to 
weak or evil hands.

as it is that they will entrust the lead- 
ership of their business and financial 
affairs to a set of clever rougues.''

Uniting in Sweeping 


War on Graft. 


COMMITTEES AT WORK 


Xcw York, Feb. 27.—Three comroit- 


tes, one appointed by the state, legisla- 
ture, one by the board of aldermen and 
ono an organization 
of 
citizens, have 


joined in a culminating effort to relorm 
the New York police force.. 
The result 


of their, labors probably will be legisla- 
tive 
bills 
providing 
for 
sweeping 


changes. 


Mayor Gaynor was the principal wit- 


ness beforu the legislative committee, 
while two of his predecessors, former 
Mayors McClellan and Low, gave their 
views to the committee of aldermen. At 
the same time the citizens' committee, 
appointed immediately after the murder 
of Herman Rost-nthnl, laid before the 
legislative committee detailed recommen- 
dations. 


The most radical reform suggested 


was the appointment of a new commit- 
tee to he called "the board of social wel- 
fare," which should take from the pres- 
ent police force the duty of regulating 
gambling, social vice and the liquor 
tariff. 
This plan, was presented by tho 


citizens' committee and mentioned by 
the mayor. 


Opposed to Sunday "Lid." 


Former Mayor McClellan united with 


the citizens' committee in the belief that 
it is impossible to suppress the Sunday 
sale of liquor in New York and that the 
present law invites the levying of police 
tribute on saloonkeepers. 
It was rec- 


ommended both by the mayor and the 
committee that in Xew York city Sun- 
day liquor selling he permitted within 
restricted hours. 


Mayor Gaynor snid that among the 


10.000 New York policemen there were 
not more than fifty grafters. His prede- 
cessor. Mayor MrClellan, snid that while 
the rank :ind tile of the force wern the 
finest in the world, their officials were 
the worst. 


Mayor Onynor suggested an infusion 


of new blood into the foroe^by permit- 
ting the appointment of inspectors from 
outside. 
Ity this he hoped to bring into 


the force, army officers and other trained 
mun not under the domination of the 
"system." 


Refers to Graft in Past. 


"Before I rann) into office," Mnyor 


'•iiyncr nititi, "the heads of the polieo 
department v> er.t out of ollioe, one after 
another, millionaires. Some of them tiow 
have their city house.1*, their automo- 
biles, their yachts.

"I hope thcru will be no delusion at

Mr. McClellan said the first stop nec-

Golden Text, Hebrews 10:23: Ho js 
faithful that promised. 
In studying a chareter like Abraham's 


it ia well to stop occasionally and as- 
sure ourselves that he was a. man. Oth- 
erwise we have nothing in common with 
him. Abraham's endowments were spir- 
itual rather .than natural. In two par- 
ticulars he "ranks alone—in his belief 
. and in the thing he believed. He be- 


lieved in the one God when all the world 
was against him, and believed it with 
the full intensity of his being. Whether 
he arrived at "tins conviction through 
reason or revelation is a secondary con- 
sideration. He arrived, and for this the 
world owes him a vast obligation. The 
idea of the one (iod is the keystone of 
the arch of our civilization. The savage 
makes no progress. 
The reason lies in 


his conception of God. 
There is no 


Abraham in his history. Abraham's be- 
lief in the one God is the secret of his 
life. 
As a. man he was but one in a 


world of men. His life was by no means 
blameless. The denial of Sarah and the 
Expulsion of Hagar were spots on his" 
carments, but his ireal was godlike. 
The Fact of the One God Impressed XTpon 


Abraham. 


God always selects tho man of vision 


as his messenger to the future. This man 


may have his faults, but his vision re- 
deems all else. 
So with Abraham and 


so with his dcscendents. In many re- 
spects the Jew was inferior to the Greek 
and the Egyptian, but he was in posses- 
sion of knowledge of which neither Greek 
nor Egyptian had ever hoard—be knew 
the one God. It was nn inheritance from 
Abraham. That is tho central truth of 
this lesson. 
It is not 
Abraham, bub 


monotheism. That, idea God burned into 
the very soul of Judaism. 
"Jioar, 0 


Israel, God is but one," was his i-ry day 
and night. 
And the reason is evident. 


It was not for his sake but 
for ours. 


There could be no progress without it. 
The patriarch had just been successful 
in battle, he was rich and powerful but 
the nation that he was about to estab- 
lish could not rest on force. A city with 
foundations awaited 
him—one .whoso 


builder and maker 
was God. God's 


work is everlasting. Whether he gives 
a promise or re-generates ft soul, the seal 
of permanency is stamped upon it. 
The Faith of Abraham Counted to Him 


For Righteousness. 


Faith is capable of growth. There are 


three degrees of faith 
mentioned in 


Scripture—great, little and no faith nt 
all. 
The patriarch's faith was great, 


but greatness is a relative term.

There are bless- 
ings that make us lame, and this was 
one, 


Abraham thought aloud. 
"Lord God, 


what wilt thou givo me? A country? 
But of what use is it all to an old man 
with no son?" 
According to Oriental 


custom, one's servant 
might 
inherit 


his wealth, and Abraham saw no future 
save through the line of his slave. There 
are some things beyond wealth, and tiie 
prospect of greater possessions only add- 
ed to his grief. Children redeem life, and 
riches is poverty without them. God 
bad pity upon Abraham and assured him 
that the stars above were few com- 
pared to the number of his decendants. 
This assurance startled the 
patriarch, 


and yet he believed and his faith was 
counted to him as righteousness. It was 
a far cry to the ago of Paul, but he ap- 
pealed to this story of Abraham as an 
argument that we are justified by faith 
in God. 


God's promise should have been suffi- 


cient, bjit Abraham asked for a sign and 
God condescended to give it. This was 
nothing strange. 
Centuries after when 


Jesus was upon the earth signs often 
accompanied his words. 
The patriarch 


was instructed by God and proceeded to 
obey. 
The sacrifice was prepared, and 


when the birds of prey came, down upon 
it the patriarch drove them away. Our 
purest efforts sometimes serve to attract 
tho fowls. 
Jesus gave sight 
to the. 


blind and raised the dead, 
while hia 


critics stood by and said this lie did 
through Beelzebub, tho prince of devils. 
One tries to pray only to feel himself 
disconcerted by evil thoughts or hate- 
ful memories—fowlj that must be driven 
away, else God cannot come. 
Sign Desired by Abranam Came Through 


Sacrifice and Service. 


Abrchnm desired a sign and received 


it. 
It came through sacrifice and ser- 


vice. Those who want n. fuller assurance 
from God can readily find it in trying 
to do" his will. 
Go out and do snme- 


sacrificisl nerv'icv. 
The poor are ever 


with -us, mid when \vc- wish we may go 
to them with help. 
Then it's ft good 


plan to return homo and think it over. 
There may be no vision, but, njvny with- 
in the chambers of the heart wjll be heard 
the voice of God: "Ye did it unto me." 


Every life in some respects touches some 
other life. 


Abraham needed faith, as wo all do. 


At times tho necessity was especially 
strong and then it was that God camo 
tho nearest to him. That is a common 
experience. The horror of a great dark- 
ness such as onine to the patriarch w« 
do not believe to he usual. Once it was 
regarded as an 
essential 
conversion 


but this led to «. state of mind possible 
only to the few. Many a poor trustful 
spirit has been driven effectually away. 
God adapts himself to conditions. Abra- 
ham needed just such a confirmation UK 
this, and God bowed to his necessity. 
The need was special. It involved not 
only Abraham but was a forecast of the 
centuries to conic. That ago has passed. 
It belonged to the "sundry times and 
divers manners'' when God spake by the 
prophets. 
But in these last days God 


has spoken by his Son. Christ is the 
Heir of whom" fsnao was but a type and 
his completed work is counted for right- 
eousness to all who accept it.
